The President's message to the 
Porty-Sixth Congress was published 
and went to Congress the Be 


[t congratulates Congress on the 
cess Of the Resamption® act, 


; 
with satisfaction to thetent revival 
iu busines, which has followed,and to 
the increasing foreigo demand for our } 
manufactures and ‘agricultural pro: 
ducts. The gratifying improvement 
ia the public credit iscommented upon, 
and it is pointed ort that over$14,000,.- 
000 have becn annna!!y saved in in- 


terest through refunding the pudligh 


debt. It is proposed to refund $500,- 
000,000, now paying five per cent in- 
te rest gby the issue of: nore four pr 
cent bonds, thus saving about $11,- 
000,000 a yeer to the Treasury. 

The message recommends Cony. ess 
not to legislate on the qnestion of 
coinage. The cvindze of gold in the 
last fiscal year was nearly $91,000,000. 
The coioage of silver dollars since the 
act of authorization bas been over 
$45,000,000, of which suw $52,000,- 
000 are still in the Treasury. The 
President urges the suspension of the 
coinage of sitver dollars upon the pres- 
ent legal ratio, puinting out ‘that thé 
market value of the silver dolar is 
uniformly’ and largely less than that 
of the gold dollar, and that if both 
are coined without limit the cheaper 
coin will become the standard of value, 
and thus the movement towards a uni- 
versal double standard of guld and 
silyer be defeated. 

The Pvesident: declares his convie- 
tion that/the iseue’ of legal’, tender 
paper money, based wholly on the 
authority and, credis of sthe Govern- 
ment, eXoeptin ‘extreme urgency, is 
unconstitutional and a tiblation of 
sound financial principles.” ‘IPhe ‘pub- 
lic debt’ shoulil ‘be ‘gradually extin- 
guished, and should increased taxation 
becomé necessary, it is suggested that 
several millions can atinually be easily 
raised by the increase of the duty on 
tea and coffee. . In reference ty polyg- 
amy ia Utah, the Presideat recom- 
mends the euforcement of the laws for 
its suppression, everi tothe extent of 
depriving the polygamists of their 
rights and privileges as citizens. 

The uiessage earnestly deprecates 
the spiritof seetionalism, and strong- 
ly appeals for the exercfse of freedom 
in voting, and for the po of 
the suffrage. 

On the subject of civil service te. 
form, the message condemns the par 
tisaty spoils system of appointinents, 
and maintenance ‘in office, and com- 
mends the practice of Great Britain 
in holding competitive «examinations 
of candidates fut positions in the civil 
service. Appointments to office 
should be governed by perscnal merit, 
as evinced in regular competitive ex- 
aminations, open to all citizeas.. They 
should sot be the reward of . party 
services, but shwuld be based upon 
good character aud competency. 

The foregoing is a brief outline of 
the mig features of the Ptesident’s: 
message. It commends itself to all 
good citizens by its good sense, 
breadth, liberality and moderation. 
It declares for honest movey, for the 
payment of -debts,- fur the pro- 
tectivoa of the rights of citiaens,, for 
radical reform in the civil service, and 
for a’sclid vation.

According to the Journal of the 
Franklio Institute, E. Commelin has 
discovered a new industrial applica- 
tion of hydrogen. He places retorts 
or tudes of metal or refactory earth- 
enware in the arch of farnaces or gen- 
erators, ip hot air apparatus onelse- 
where, where they are exposed toa 
red heat. ‘They are filled with char- 
col, coke, or cinders, and a smal! jet 
of vapor is introdneed,which produces, 
by decompositiod and recompos'tion, 
hydrogen, carbonic oxide and carbonic 
acid gas. The apparatus is thus rais- 
ed to a red heat, and steam is raised 
without expense. Each tube, which 
evntains 24 kilos. (565 pounds) of coke, 
yee in ten hours 100 cubic metres 
(8,531.658 cubic feet) of gas, which is 
passed toa purifier and thence toa 
gasometet. Its illumicatiag power is 
increased by mixture with the vapor 
or gas of volatile or solid bydrocar- 
bows, so as to yield, at about one-six- 
teenth wf the cost, a Whiter and more 
bri'biant aie than that of oon gas.

AT FISH SPRINGS 


Mr., Anderson has made several. im- 
provements during the past year. An 
immense barn has been constructed, 
with acapacity for holding most all 

of the hay raised on the place, and hag 
an’ itprovément fn the way of ufload- 
ing hay into its interior. The 
itself has been nictly walled 
sometime during the year Mr. 
son propasss building a substantial 
dwelling house. Dinner is had and a 
change of horses and drivers made, 
and we are rolling along over 4 smooth

A sham Battle In the Night. ~~ 


A night torpedo fight at Porte. 
mouth is the latest experiment in Eng- 
lish naval warfare, Within view of 
thousands of people who lined the 
shores of the Solent, a programme of 
mimic warfare was gone through for 
the purpose of ascertaining tie possi- 
bility of attacking, under cever of | 
darkpess, a fort which, in addition to 
being heavily armed, had a field of 
torpedo mines immediately in its 
front, for ite defence. Fort Monck- 
ton, Waa occupied by three mounted 
field pieces, and companies of infantry | 
poset with Martioi-Henry*rifles. The} 
torpedo mine field extended over » 
surface of 800 square yards, with a 
boom runoing due north and south, 
protected with net work ‘and’ divers 
unpedimenta, which would be likely 
to catch the screws of the enemy's 
launches. This dasgerous field com- 
prised thirty-two electric contact 
mines, and forty-nine others to be! 
fired from Fort Monckton The fort 
had two electric Tights. The opera- 
tions of the attack were limited to de- 
stroyiug the electric cables, breaking 
booms and obstructious, and running 
lines of counter mines; the operations 
of the defence being limited to ogee 
ing or putting out of action the at- 
ceshbaraennte At 9 o'clock the ex- 
ménts began. The boom was svon 
vreed, after a boat er two were placed 
out of action, but the pavy held its 
own, It had several reverses, for 
boat after boat wae declared beaten; 
bnt the boom having been forced was 
les great an €hcouragement as could 
have been desired. © A few of the rock- 
ets had certainly gone off, showing 
that the army were winning; but No. 
20 boat of the Vernon began to steal 
up and cut mine after mine, and the 
others followed suit. A tremendous 
shock was felt as the boom was forced.

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52 x 54 feet has just been. completed, 
adding to the storing capacity by 
2.000 barrels. There is now room in 
the cellars for 6,000 barrels, averaging 
thirty gallons to the barrel. An ice 


pond has been create | this fall which 
covers nearly two acres and is expect- 
ed to produce 2,000 tons of ice. It is 
raised by means of an elevator and 
belt to the level of the storing rooms. 
The pond lies under the bluff on which 
the brewery stands and close to the 
river. It is wholly artificial, embank- 
ment eight feet high, built of crib 
work and faced with plank from the 
lower side, It isfed by a-ditch half a 
mile long, from adam which crosses 
the river at a narrow place above. The 
dam is anchored by an immense 
rock which lies in the middle of the 
stream. The brewery is running on 
full time and turns out a hundred bar- 
rels a day, or about three times as 
much as during the summer months. 
A surplus of 8,000 barrels is accumu- 
lated every winter, upon which to draw 
during the hot weather, when the con- 
sumption of beer doubles.
